Prom 6 o'trlork Captain Harrison never loft the 
deck at bridce, but was either sounding the lead it— 
board to see if sfio ara^ged, giving directions r+l 
tho atoam, or watching the chain cables, as under die 
strain thev rose up oat of the imti tike hats or solid 
metal.

Well was it for the 
great ahip thai nothing happened at thia time, ot her 
chance would hove been poor indeed. The air was 
filled with apr.ty, torn from the ruggcil wares— the 
darknesa wns- impcantrable, while the hoarse root of 
tho wind ilrowncd every other sound save the dull, 
threatening booming of the wave* upon the rocka and 
breakwater, th'e Bound of which csmc up on tho gale 
liko peals of distant thundor. Words of command 
would have been usaleHS, and even If heard, neither 
men nor ship could liare struggled long against 
the jznlo which was nishing past. Thoae who heard 
lit deafening roar that night front sea nro never 
likely to forcet it, Between one and two o'clock- 
Oaptain Ilnrrifion wnai forward and endcavourod to 
pfercu tho thick rjloom, and ico what naa going on 
nhcad. tin his way along the ncak nia vratorpraoC 
colt -wna blown n> rilmnila off him, end he himself at 
last carriea before the eale and thrown down, and 
tumbled ratio with s\teh vialcnco aa to receive some 
moat violent eantuainrj. Toirards two or three 
o'clock in the nioraing the gale seemed at its worat. 
To the roar mul acre am through the shrouds other and 
more unplownnt Bound! wore soon added, oa tlie wind 
bier/ up the wiloou Bleylights, dropping them down 
with, a bans; nnd oraah of glftas that to those unlaw 
was startling In t|ie extreme. Crash after crash the 
* glasa in these ekyliBhts iirpnt, one ifter tho other j the 
Tlin iitd wind pourins down through tho opcituros 
iato tlia SAlnona, and, ahovo all. into the grand 
h!l1oi:j. r, : deeemtc whioh 50 much that was Ft'ally 
nacded in the ship has been defer rod. It wanted net 
such aids to Jtl in wind ud watar, for ths upper 
uroodan Oeolt wu leaking it evtty gesm, so that on all 
the BDlas, ojriieta, and tables below wob an atray of 
vessila of evarv aize and kind which could emttoiii 
the ceaseless dripnings from above. Yet, in sptte of 
ait this, the letter decks were sopped and plashy, ond 
acctnod uutlcr the mattings to be much like walking 
on an ill. drained miLtsh. At four o'eloclt a wistfui 
look. out was kept for the liiht on tjiehrealtivalcr, for 
it -was evident that If the es\e eonllneed much longer 
the Great Eastern, must endeavour te ran to sea. Two 
nrtcltOTB were down, one of coven tons, with eighty 
fathoms' eHhiti, on the starboard Low, Bad one of 
"three and a half tons, with sixty fathoms, to port. 
The cables of both seemed taughlened to the Tory 
utmost which they could btrar, and though it was 
quitfnossiblc they would hold on through still worse 
weather, yet, with what was then feared to bo bad 
holding- erouud and 0 rocky lee shore, it would not 
do to calculate too finely. Therefore wait the light 
on the brenkwoter kept anxiously in view asnpDin 
to he carefully rounded in caac of the wont. 

Fortunately, it was easy n noutth to see this dim. 
red beacon at intervals ; that is to - say, when the soj 
allowed it, for the ticmondoua rollers came tumbling 
in, lashing over the timber work en the head of the 
breakwater and shielding the light in a cloud of foam 
and spray, 

Atlnatj nftor a mobt nriKious night, the cold dawn 
broke hi a thin gray Light, with sky and sea mingled 
in a doubtful h esc, till it was hard to say where the 
water ended and the elands began. Above, all wsa 
thick nnd gloomy \ tielow, tho water seomod lashed to 
fury, and the waves came hissing and writhing in, 
" culling their monstrous heads," and breaking vnon 
tho rocks like nvslanohca of enow. It tvas, in truth, 0 
very wi l d and dreary scene. O ver the lighthouse on 
tho inner pier-head the waves, seemed to surge almost 
unimpeded, \rhile the brenkwstur itself wag no com- 
pletely hidden that the tremendous je'sofsiir^iy and 
foam which clonked it from end to end more resembled 
r distant boom, and snowy clouds tho constant 
—as of heavy mtillory than the break of wsves, 
dangerous.

wreck Other veaae athero wore, too, which though 
still afloat, seemed very Hltlo better off than 
those which were ashore, and which, dipping; 
bows under the angry sen, appealed aooet 
to illustrate by fresh osamntos tho force of the 
tempeat which now hoveled ana worried round on all 
aides. It was Indeed what aailois call a "wicked" 
L'elo. Very little could be diotingaiahci tlirougb the 
utirtihe snow, half rsin, half cloud, which was ththint! 
thnuish the air. Only oeciaiortally could the hcacf 
land to the north be seen, like 11 heavy fog bank with 
tho hreakcisanrnlng up ton tot into tlio air na tftoy 
came thundering in jguinst the iron coast, Bound, 
this point, na we afterward* learnt, a still more drend- 
•tulseenc was enacting, for here, ota place called Hed 
ifoich, the Jloynl Charter had been driven uthoro, and 
w as then breaking up.

Some profitable barsai as might have thon been mads 
in Great Eastern shares had the aharchcldcrs been on 
bosrd and scon the state of the weather— the lesshore 
behind, nnd ths timber work of the hresh water (tho 
great and only shield ahead} disappearing by hun- 
dreds of yards at a tioae. Yet •till the (5 real 
Eastern roils out lightly far her hullc, and without 
a sign of dragging, though tho chains apparently 
could bear nothing aort. Tha whele harbeui 
was now one immense massnf wtcclt-wond, thohujo 
piles tumbling over and of or one nnoth-r, nnd rearing 
up fittoen and twenty feet from the water, as tho 
imvos leased them to and fro like playthings. Tho 
sen had nee in tea, ao violently that i! wis necessary 
nt onoeto do something to relievo the ship from the 
strain upon the cablet, nnd to elfeot this the strew 
was set to work, llut here on obstacle intervened of 
the moot serious kind, as the masses ef tinner. wreck 
were round tho ship going down ttpoji the strew at 
every minute, and once or twice So fouling it sa to 
farce the engines to i dead slop. Te clear these it 
was necEssary to put the helm hard B-poil, though 
this was only a choice of evils, as the vessel's head 
payed roand and threatened soon to foul the anchor 
chains. The latter accident, in fact, took place at 
list, nnd the heaviest anchor ond longest scope of 
cable on the starboard bow appeared to be doing 
nothing to Tetaln the veaacl, while the small anchor 
oppcarcij to be doing too much, anil ita cable Hipped 
up out of the water with every surge in a startling and 
omlaaua manner. 

Towards 8 or 9 o'clock, the wind went round mora 
to the Ji'.B,, sending in a lienmawell, ta which ttie 
Groat Eastern began te roll very heavily. As- tile 
surflc swept in, the position of the vsasel houily be. 
eamo worse, and at lost, at 10 o'clock. Captain Harri- 
son had no alternative hut to try nnd raise tlio 
heaviest anchor, get the vessel' b head num under the 
lee of the breakwater, and then let it go again. This 
was a difdcult and molt critical teak, fur every part 
of the harbour was now ao completely covered with 
drifting beaoii thnc the screw could only be used with 
the utmost caution. Tho peddles, unless in esse of n 
moat dangerous emergency, could not be used nt all, 
aa the timbers would of tetrrac knock tlio iloats to 

Ccc*. Gradually, therefore, the Grsat Eastern was 
'jght up lo her starboard anchor, though 
wilh the utmost difficulty. Before the screw could 
well get play It was fouled and had to atop. 
Directly this occurred, the steam from ths screw 
boilers was let into tha paddle engines, which in turn 
went a head, till the propeller was free nnd able to 
work again. At last, oiler some time, the anchor 
was -under the bow, the alack chain hove in, and tho 
huge mass of iron got up to the bow ready for letting 
go again in a better berth. But the wind now 
nlhuved no eh*le« af Bituatloni. The vessel hod 
partly Bwnng off into i beam tea, which was then 
swooping over and past the breaktt'ster with awful 
force, and tho Great Eastern began te rull ouickly 
and heavily. In spite of the relief afforded by the 
screw, tho cable of the rertiainia* anchor kept tauten- 
ing more nnd mere, until at Lost, at oheitt half-past 
ten. it sprang up lileo a cord ont of the water, and in 
another moaient the Great Eastern was adrift, rolling 
nnd tumbling like n drunken ship towards ahoro. So 
quiet and orderly was everything when this most 
I alarming Incident took place that very few 
knew whit had' really happened, though 
nil could prettf well guess by thg hesvy 
lurches of the vessel that something had indeEd 
gone wronc;. Cap tain Harrison and Sir. Ketl wore 
forward, and In mi instant all was ready for letting go 
» second hocvy anchor, while word was passed to go 
abend with the screw, for the pelt ship, lurching 
from side ta 6i[i6, was making rapidly for shore. The 
second anchor was let go and the strew moved ahead, 
but th e vessel had now great way on her, and could 
not b{r easily stopped, on what seemed her road to 
destruction. Just as the screw began to tell an Im- 
mense mass of wreck wood fouled it and brought the 
machinery to a dead attend. Not a second cuuld be 
last in waiting till it clouted, so the ateum was at once 
turned into tho paddle engines, which were driven 
round at spied, though the floats got hurt among the 
mass of wreck, ant! the great iton-work of the whecla 
was bent ia many places. To avoid this and the 
serious dnmago it might occasion, the screw was set to 
work again the Instant it was freed, but it was seldom 
able to tovolvo more than a few moment! without be- 
coming jammed agoin ( when the paddles wore again re- 
sorted to. llut for the Great Eastern's double engines 
very little could have been done. Tho anchot which

astern. Still, for a time, the position eorttinuerl dlnn- 
geroitB In the oitren-ie, as, in spite of both wind and 
steam, the Great ship by open to the ees rolling dan.

aides. Another nrinutc, and, reeling oreT under 
tho efiecuH of a tremendous wave, she fell ofT before 
the wind and obtain drove rapidly towards the dul- 
rnantled hroaltwatcr, over which, tho eea was now 
rearing in. n succession^ of cntarnels. Twice did aho 
dOQul evcrpoworcd amid thuso fearful breakers, and 
yet again emerged, her little bUek hull rising ahatp 
and clear above the lino of foam. Her utter destruc- 
tion ap peared almost inapnssibla to aveTt, and Captain 
Harrison had ordered twelve hands to ho toady fjr 
lowering away in one of Grindstone's hosts, in order 
that no effort might ho spared ta save those on board, 
when the tilths vassal made another effort, and, aided 
by a momentary lull, stood further out to sea, 
weathered tho dreadful reef, and reached the harbour. 
"From "thia time out the gale continued to decrease in 
violence, so that in the afternoon tho Qreat 'Eastern 
again screwed ahead, ond dropecd a second anchor 
more under the lee of tho breakwater, and rode secure. 
Then, and then only, was Captain Harrison e.nnblod 
to leave the (lock, nnd take that rest which was so 
much needed after his labour and long anxiety. 

In the evening tho wind went round to the iiQTth- 
west, ond then, sheltered by the breakwater, the 
Great Eastern reeled quietly, though still with all 
steam reedy. To-day (Thursday) the weather is fine 
and mild, nnd steamers were agein ableto coma along- 
side. On shore tho galo appears to hove done con- 
aider.iblc damage, nnd, ns we ere informed, chimneys 
ware blown down and housES "unroofed at Holyhead. 
Part of tho line between Hangar ,ind fj&nway has been 
completely washed away by the dash of tho sen, arid 
the engincerinc triumphs or the lute itobcrt Stephen- 
sou have been laid waste in hideous gaps. _ At these 
places the fturr Haoms to haTe aweot in with awful 
violence, currying belbro it both the sea wall anil the 
outer line of raits. Thus at present the 1-ing railway 
trip to Holyhead la diversified be having lo 
dismount and continue the journey by coach 
round tho steep headland of Penmaanmnwr. 
Tho cttmpnny Ws dons their ulrnCst to 
remedy n disaster which wax no fanlt of 
theirs; but the mountains ef North Wales afford but 
few facilities for remedying miahana of any kind, bo 
the primitive inhabitants of fhesa districts are occa- 
sionally refreshed by the sight qf ftrat-claaa passnngara 
struggling up a inounlsin read under a heap of carpet 
bags, or looking with anxious excitement after their 
luggage, which comes aftr.r them in cirts. It has been 
maw years since any easterly gale has over done such 
mischief. Tlio plnee whero passengers to London re. 
enter the train ia about three miles beyond Gonwey, 
And if the officials there showed a little move alacrity 
tho company would he saved some blame an d the pub- 
lic much unnecessary delay. 

Among the valleys and mountain passes of North 
Wales, tho gale appears to have raged with dreadful 
Tury, Trcea have been Uprooted, rooks act rolling 
down the aides of the rnocntninS, and cottages unroofed 
or entirely destroyed. 

Tuesday or Wednesday next ia the dite at present 
fixed for tha departure of the Greatliastem for South- 
ampton ; tho latter is moat likely to he the day, ns 
the tides -nil! then auit better for taking the veaacl 
Ihroueh Spithead, nnd up to her moorings lit South- 
ampton Water. The spot, selected for her winter 
berth is about half a mile distant from tho new milt- 
tary hospital at Netley, end samp two nnd a-ha,lf 
miles from the town of Southampton,

the directory, We believe that no Beard resolution

Eastern for America it will make very little difference 
it the directors decided that she should start for tho 
United States on this day wecft, for the whole ques- 
tion as to the date of sailing now rests with the 
Dosrd of Trade. Until their requirements have 
been complied with no passenger certificate will be 
given, and the precautionary measures which they 
Insist on aro only likely to be completed st South- 
ampton, and cannot possibly ho done in less than two 
months at the earliest. Eire hose has yet to fitted to 
tho auxiliary engines aft, mere sails hive yet to be 
bent, spare Bpars, extra heats, and teed pumps to the 
engines hnrc all to be cooipleted. ITie Axing Of the 
wheel and tiller, ehtins must be altered, cast-iron 
stanchions placed amidships beneath the iron uppEt 
deck, and some apparatus or mother devised for 
warming tho siloona. Die coUl on board the vessel 
during the last few days has boon very severe, though, 
of course, a mere tiille to what must have been 
endured if tho Great. Eastern had started for 
America thia winter. In fact, it is nut loo much to 
say that withuuteome means af increasing tho tempera- 
ture m the forecastle and between decks scarcely any 
olueers or uien could have been found hardy enough 
to venture across the Atlantic It this sesson of tho 
year.

But in real truth, im wa have said, 
these speculation* ore quite beside tho question, when 
the plain fact rem litis that the ship should not 
leave England till thoroughly completed, wliith 
at present she most certainly is not. It is said 
that the berth chosen for her at Southampton 
la a perfectly safe on 0 , nntl it =s beyond a doubt that 
that fort oEFars auoh, facilities tor completing tho 
vessel ns makes it imperative she should go there at 
onoe, A great many rumours are afloat as to a pro- 
granime of winter voyages, but for this WC beGcvc 
nothing clean [te has been settled, Ufa just nssiible 
that before leiivine England the Great Eastern may 
visit Glasgow- and Kingstown, bat beyond tjuch mere 
plausible conjectures nothing whatever is known Qt 
determined on. 

On leaving this port on Tuesday or Wednesday the 
course will be made umlcr easy steam for tho Scllly 
Islands, and a very general hope is entertained that 
^aptain Harrison will glvo them n Bulncientiy wide 
berth to enable the Orcai Eastern to tty her power a 
nttie way down Channel, where nt this time of the 
year a sea wiU certainly be met with. If such a route 
is adopted the question as to the spend of the ship 
may he fairly settled. It can never be tried in 
smooth water.

THE CHANNEL FLEET IN THE

A* the Channel fleet has experienced one of tho 
heaviest gales that have visiter! our coasts for mnny 
years, a snort description of this revolving storm and 
of the well-being and doinga of the fleet may not bo 
uninteresting. The ships that comprised the squad- 
ron, under Hear- Admiral George ELbot, were the Hero, 
Captain Seymour, bearing tho Adrnfrnra flag ; the 
Trafalgar, Captain Fanshawc ; the Donegal, Cap- 
tain filnoville : the Algiers, Captain O'CaUjuihan f 
the Ahoukir, Captain Schomberg ; tho ifcraov, 
Cantain, Caldwell ( the Emerald j and the Mel- 
pomene, Captain 12wart. The ships lernainou 
in CfcueEnstown n week. On Saturday the 
Admiral received his orders to proceed with 
the fleet to sea. The harbour was filled 
with shipping, a fresh north ivitld blowing, 
The signal was made about t> a.m.,, "Up pro- 
pellers, shortly followed by "Weigh; outward and 
leewardmost ships first," This was immediately 
obeyed; the Algiers led out under all sail, followed 
closoly by the Ahoukir, 3folpamerm, Emerald, >£ersoy, 
Trafalgar, and Hero ; the Donegal remained in port 
in consequence of the illness of her captain, The ships 
sailed out in beautiful style, threading their way 
through a quantity of shipumg. Xolhing occurred at 
eea worthy of note until Monday morning. On that 
day the winds were light. The Beet was formed in 
line of battle, targets wore laid, out, and the Whole 
forenoon was devoted to gunnery practice, The prac- 
tice was eitrnruely gocd, notwithstanding a good deal 
of rolling motion. On that afternoon, several heavy 
stoims nnd hai.1 and fleet came from the N.W., and 
continued during the night, with very variable 
winds. After ouirterB at sunset the topsails 
were doublc-roefaa, end courses reefed for tho night. 
Variable winds a till prevailed. Land was seen about 
tho Lsnd's-end and the Lir.artl lights sighted at about 
daylight, 6,)Q »,tn. The weather set in very dirty at 
S,E,, with increasing wind snd heavy rain. The 
third reefs were taken in the topsails about 0 a.m., 
and shortly alter top-gallant yards sent on deck ; ton- 
gallantmasta struck Tjy signal ; and also a si-mal, 
''Admiral will endeavour to go to riymouth," "Form 
two columns; form, the line of bstile," About 10 
am., signal, "Prepare to move wilh. tauwera . Bend 
sheet cable," The wind increased to a fury, with 
torrents of rain towards 11 a.m., wilh very thick 
weather, the wind heading Ike ships off, bd that it 
became very doubtful if the stemmost ships oould 
possibly got into the Sound, although it was prohilile 
the Hero and tlio headmost ships could 
got in, Admiral "Elliott then, with, the spirit of n 
llritiah Admiral, decided It oneo (ulthou"hhe knew hie 
exact position, having ms.de tho Ilddystone Lieht- 
houael to wear the fleet togcthot nnd stand off and 
fa™ the galo. Although the leading ships were in 
good positions tu wear, it iras not so with those in 
roar of the line, Tha Ahoukir had just passed the 
Eddystone; the Trafatgir tmd Emerald were stilt in 
the rear, the Trafalgar hiving been detained to nick 
up a man who hid Tilleu overboard from the iibboom 
which was csceuted with groat skill. The Alioirkif 
immediately wore, set her courses, and dashed to 
windward of the lighthouse by carrying a prjss of sail 
snd weathered it half i mile, followed closely by the 
Mersey, The Algiers, Melpomene, and 'f>aFal"or 
pissed it very closely to leeward, ns the Hand Discs 
were under their lee. Added lo lliese difficulties 
there was a perfect fleet of trawlers, vessels unma- 
nageable while their trnwl is towing, so that 
it renulicd the greatest skill to avoid run- 
ning them down. What must have been the 
sight from the lighthouse— these leviathan 
ships darting about like dolphins round it in the fury 
of the storm, defying; the elements, and the little 
trawlers, with their masts bending like reeds to the 
gsifi 1 The signal was made to get up steam to secure 
the oifety of the ships. The ships then got their 
canvass reduced nnd stood oflthe land. The Mertcy 
and the Melpomene furled their sails, and got Up 
steam, the fbrmer stalwart ship moving along like an 
ocean giant. The gale still increased until about tlitcc 
p.m. .remaining very thick wilh nin. About three it 
hlced, the wind fell, the sun shone ; but the aea te. 
nanined towering up and breaking. The barometer 
tlicn stood nt about S3>50 degrees. The Hero 
Trafalgar, Algiers, "Albenkir, and Mclpaaieiic 
were not far saparetod. Signal made "Form 
the order of Bailing In two columns," This 
was pnrtfnlly executed, when in n squall the wind 
shifted to N ,W. It thon for some three hours blow n 
perfoct hurricane, considerably harder than it hnd 
previously blown at S.I!. The ships stood up well, 
lite Hero, dauntless ns her name, appeared to take It 
easy. The Abmikir, close to leeward of her, carried 
one reef out of her mointopssil through the whole of 
it ; and tho Algiers, the Trafalgar, sndlhc Melpomene 
were all doing well. The former eased op her ton- 
aall sheets in the squills. The 11*1 aey and the Erne raid 
it ia supposed, hid steamed into Flymoulh, as they ivere 
not in sight. The shins kept in open order through 
tho night; thoywore in suecosBion by night signal 
at about one a.m., made the land at daylight near 
the Start Tomi, formed the line of battle by aigna] irot 
the steom. up, and, carrjingsail, eims up Chnnnofat 
about U-knot speed, steamed into Portland and took 
up their inehorags without the loss of n sad, a spai 
or aTops-yarn, 1 * 

This appears highly creditable to newly. organlacd 
ships— some only a few months together, tho senior 
not l yeir ; and I hone it will tend to show that our 
manners of Knglantl are not in tint decay that

The power of the protest made in tho JVWs 
against the late tone of the Press of l'raneo is 
proved by the telegram which left England after 
oar last journals.

It wrus 
impossible to bolievo that the E.uriiE07i and 
Wtoiiu 1TCro one in policy and united in 
friendship so long na an invasion of England 
was the subject of diumal debate and apparently 
of official jsrcpiintion. There can be no doubt, 
however, thai tho two nations, by the mere 
force of mutual jealousies., may be pushed into 
a hostile position from which bolls might be 
willing* to abstain, anil from irhich both would 
be glad lo retire. Wo have seen tho same thing 
in inn 11 m crab! e instances in private life, where 
one word draws on nnotlier, — where accident 
supplies weapons, — wore passionate provocation 
draws forth vimliclivo revenge, unit! that which 
was originally hut the iiriiaijon of too close con- 
tact is enlarged into a deadly fend. " 

The views cxni-cased bv the Times on the 
interest of both countries, is just such os ought 
lo prevail over ai) (heir tradiLtons, and over all 
their jealousies. The spheres assigned by 
Prosrirleneo to the two greatest nations of the 
world, arc at ]>resenl sufficiently distinct lo 
n dmit of iheif separate action, and euflieicnlly near 
to allov of their friendly co-operation. The old 
mistake that for Franco to be strong is for 
England to bo weali. is unworthy of us all. 
Every promise which sve deduce from modern 
civilization, — cveiy hope which Christianity has 
taught tu to chorish, implies that such nations 
will both grow in magnitude and increase 'in 
strength. 

"While w^e are glad to read the protest of the 
7iWi, which is admirable for its openness, its 
well as for its logical force, wo are far moro so 
to find it has met with a response where the 
power of roconcilina; tho two nations scorns at 
present to reside. \Vq truit it rony be followed 
by a far more confiding — sve senrceiy can need 
a mora friendly feeling— towards the French 
nalion than tbat which at present exists in the 
dependencies of tho ■"' 



The alteration in the postal route, by which the 
steamers are [ 0 call ot Galle instead of the 
Jlfturilsus, ig one which will be acceptable to all 
parties concerned, Jt was nn error oil the part 
of the Company to have ever patronised the 
Slnsintius scheme, hut (hey were under tlso 
impression that at least three advantages would 
be gained by it — that it would bo cheaper by 
virtually saving the whole cost of the Mauritius 
branch — that tho passage would be performed 
more punctually and speedily — and that the 
ifaoriiians svoultl lie gratified by being- placed in 
direct commitnieistionwiih Australia. All these 
expectations have boon, disappointed. Nothing 
has been gained in e-spenso, and nothing in time, 
while the llaaritinns sigh again lo have their 
island made the terminus of tlscir line, nnd the 
Australians have grumbled at being cutoff from 
direct communication with India. 

Jlut ibis restoration of the old route is accom- 
panied by fresh projiosaU on the part of the 
Company, svhich require on tha part of the colo- 
nics a general ro-considcralion of tho whole 
postal scri-icc. Tho Company, after eight 
months' experience, finds the service a losing 
affair in spite of the heavy subsidy, and there- 
fore avows its Intention of abandoning the con- 
trail!, and forfeiting t,lie fine of ££j,«nO, sinless 
nn annual increase of the subsidy to that 
amount is conceded. Tho Company's' experi- 
ence has been unfortunate. They have had 
an unusual auccCB-sEoii of accidents, and 
the traffic at the opening of a new service ia 
not equal to what it may become under careful 
nursing. Still there ean bo no doubt that both 
Tor gold, freight, nnd passenger traffic, tho fine 
clipper ships that, trade to these colonics offer a 
powerful competition to the overland steamers, 
and Thill always continue to do so. Tha Corn- 
pony seems to see this, and to be anxious to 
make tho Australian line primarily a postal ser- 
vice- They ask therefore to substitute for the 
through route, a branch Irani Dalle to Sydney, 
and to mahe (lie sotvtee fortnightly instead of 
monthly, on condition of receiving tlso £2/5,000 
a year extra, which they require to maintain 
the existing service, Tliey will then 
hsvre p. better chance of making tho 
lino pay by working it in connection with the 
China and India lines, and so consolidating 
traffic into their trstnlt linos. 

Tficy have applied to tho Government to 
accede to their request, and have been told that 
no such change could be inaugurated wldiout 
the assent of tho colonies, and that the Trea- 
sury could not sanction nny increase of subsidy 
until flic Select Committee of the House of 
Commons, now slitting to enquire into' the sub- 
ject of postal anil telegraphic contracts, had 
made its report; 

A formal application, therefore, is now made 
to each of the colonics to approve of the modifi- 
cation pro posed. Each colony will of course con- 
sider how its- own special interests svould stand 
affected by the change. There are many tiling? 
to recommend it. Of the extra subsidy required, 
ono-hulf would be borne by the mother country, 
leaving the colonies to make up the remaining 
^ia,5tisi n year amongst them, svhich would not 
he a very heavy burden. The fortnightly ser- 
vice by the same route would be loss likely lo 
be subject (o irregularities than the present 
service lias been, ast the journey svould bo slinrtar 
and less exposed to casualties. Wo should also 
be placed twice a month within about tsventy 
days' distance of London. For the telegraph 
will, in oil probability, be completed between 
England and India in a few months, and a 
steamer, on leaving Q.illc, will be able to bring 
away the latest news, and out it Oil chore at 
Adelnictu. 

We have always argued against ths absurdity 
of a through lino to Australia, before there svas 
adequate traffic to support it, and while a branch 
from Ceylon would meet ail requirements.

"To 
the lost we arc ' told that danger was not considered 
imminent. The women and children exhibited the 
greatest anxiety and feur, and a clergyman who was 
on hoard invited them tg join him in prayer for the 
safety of all.
